FUNDING LIFELINE 
FOR ADVICE CEN1RE 


HARLOW’S cash-strapped 
welfare rights and advice 
service has been handed a 
Government funding boost 
to help keep it afloat in the 
wake of devastating cuts to 
its budget. 

HWRA provides vulnerable 
residents with free employment 
and benefits advice from its 
offices in East Gate. 

But last year the amount of money 
it received from Harlow Council was 
slashed, leaving the service operat¬ 
ing on a shoestring. 

Now, after being encouraged to 
bid for a share of the Government’s 
£ 16.7m Hardship Fund by town MP 
Bill Rammell, the service has 
received £92,366. 

HWRA trustee David Waller said: 
“We have worked hard to attract 
additional funding to protect local 
advice services. 

“We are particularly pleased that 
the application to the Hardship Fund 
was successful because it provides

much-needed funds this financial 
year.” 

The council had originally plan¬ 
ned to withdraw all public funding 
from the service but was forced to 
reconsider its proposals following a 
High Court challenge in March last 
year. 

Although the authority then 
agreed to fund the service to the tune 
of £120,000 a year over a five-year 
period, HWRA could no longer 
afford to continue offering the same 
level of service and was forced to 
make redundancies and scale back 
its operations. 

But Mr Rammell claimed the lat¬ 
est cash injection would go a long 
way towards helping the service con¬ 
tinue its vital work in the communi¬ 
ty. 

“When Harlow Council annou¬ 
nced it would be cutting funding by 
over 80 per cent last year, effective¬ 
ly closing the service, I fought 



strongly against this decision,” he 
said. 

“I am therefore delighted that the 
Hardship Fund has awarded the 
advice centre a grant of £92,366 for 
this financial year. It shows the 
Government is aware of how the 
recession has hit the voluntary and 
community sector and has acted to 
help small, local organisations like 
HWRA.” 

Mr Waller added: “The outlook 
remains difficult but we are hopeful 
that applications to other funding 
bodies will also be approved.”

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Jail 'wish' of teen 
aquitted of murder 


ONE of two teenagers cleared 
of starting a fire in which a 
young woman died later com¬ 
mitted burglaries with the 
sole intention of being arrest¬ 
ed and sent to jail, a court 
heard. 

Chelmsford Crown Court heard 
the Carl Manton (19) had struggled 
to cope with being shunned 
and branded a murderer following 
the trial in June last year which 
ended with his acquittal.

Manton, of Bishopsfield, Harlow, 
and a 17-year-old co-accused were 
cleared after the prosecution dropped 
the case against them over the death of 
24-year-old Kerry Youngs in a flat fire 
at Sherwood House, Bush Fair. 

The court was told that while the 
“glare of publicity” on his co-accused 
had been reduced because his identity 
had been protected due to his age, 
Manton had started drinking heavily. 


Despite the possibility of receiving 
a compensation payout of up to 
£250,000 as a result of the murder 
trial, Manton broke into two addresses 
in Joyners Field, Harlow, last Decem¬ 
ber “to get arrested” Judge Roger 
Hayward-Smith was told. 

James Howard, representing 
Manton, told the judge: “I have other 
concerns. He was acquitted following 
a five week trial and I’ve never known 
him in the mental state he’s in today. 

“Since the trial people treat him as 
if he’s a murderer. He’s shunned, 
called a murderer to his face and can’t 


get a job. He wants to remain in cus¬ 
tody. He’s saying he wants to go to 
prison for three years.” 

Mr Howard continued: “He’s taken 
to drink which he didn’t do and drinks 
constantly. At the time of these 
offences he was drunk and committed 
them because he wanted to get arrest¬ 
ed.” 

Manton pleaded guilty to two 
counts of attempted burglary. 

Remanding him in custody pending 
psychiatric reports, the judge said: 
“Custody is very much on the cards but 
all options are open. He’s not well.”

County pulls 
the plug on 
people's poll 


A PEOPLE’S poll to decide 
which of three projects in 
Harlow shouild receive a 
£100,000 grant has been 
branded a “total farce” 
after Essex County Council 
cancelled the vote and split 
the cash. 

Councillor John Jowers 
vetoed the poll for the People’s 
£100,000 Community Chest 
grant following concerns that 
the result would not fully repre¬ 
sent residents’ views. 

Cllr Jowers, Essex County 
Council’s cabinet member with 
responsibility for communities and 
planning, decided to give each proj¬ 
ect £33,000, despite once describing 
the scheme as “democracy working 
at its best”. 

Mark Spraggins from the Church 
Langley Community Centre which 
was one of the three projects short¬ 
listed for the money, said this week:

“It’s a total farce. 

“Not only were the forms incor¬ 
rect but they only required people to 
put an X, their postcode and house 
number on them. So it was possible 
that someone could get lots of forms 
and make up the entries. 

“A lot of people were so cross 
about what had happened that I 
think the council realised there 
would be a substantial outcry if one 
group had been awarded the cash.” 

He added: “While I couldn’t say 
that we’re not disappointed not to 
get the whole lot, obviously a third 
is better than nothing.” 

The announcement that the vote 
had been cancelled came after the 
Star revealed that many households 
in Church Langley and Potter Street 
who were eligible to take part in the 
poll had not received voting forms. 

As a result the council extended 


the voting deadline by two weeks 
but this failed to allay fears among 
the three community groups taking 
part. 

Cllr Jowers said: “My vision for 
the People’s £100,000 Community 
Chest was to mobilise residents and 
empower them to make decisions 
that affect their community. 

“However, due to consternation 
amongst local people, it has been 
my decision to divide the grant 
equally between all three finalists. 

“At the same time, I do not want 
the community to lose sight of the 
fact that the cash will ultimately 
benefit the local area, enabling com¬ 
munity groups to change their 
neighbourhoods for the better. 

“And to that end I hope all resi¬ 
dents feel happy with the outcome.” 

The two other projects - improve¬ 
ments to Brenthall and Barnsley 
Woods and a clubhouse for the 
South East Harlow Sports and Youth 
Association - will also receive 
£33,000. 


MP supports anti-BNP protest 



Holocaust survivor warns 
of the politics of prejudice 


HARLOW MP Bill Rammell joined 
anti-Fascist campaigners when they 
held a rally in Harlow town centre 
on Saturday to warn of the dangers 
of voting for the British National 
Party. 

Members of Harlow Unite Against 
Fascism handed out leaflets 
warning people of the far-right 
political group’s politics of “hatred 
and bigotry”. 

The BNP recently announced it 
would put forward a candidate to 
stand in the Harlow constituency in 
the forthcoming General Election. 
Unite Against Fascism organiser 
Martin Smith said: “The BNP 
builds support by whipping up 
hatred against every minority, just 
as Hitler targeted Jewish people. 

“If the BNP ever came to power 
they would strip every person in 
this country of their democratic 
rights and freedoms.”

A HOLOCAUST survivor has 
urged voters to shun the British 
National Party. 

Speaking during a visit to 
Harlow College where she gave 
students a harrowing account of 
her experiences in Auschwitz, 
Kitty Hart-Moxon said: 
“People need to understand the 
danger of the BNP. 

“The lesson to be learned 
from the Holocaust is to apply it 
to today’s world because preju¬ 
dice exists today. 

“The BNP is a very good 
example of what happens when 
there’s prejudice. It starts with 
verbal abuse and you don’t 


know where it’s going to finish.” 

Ms Hart-Moxon (84) has ded¬ 
icated her life to raising aware¬ 
ness of the Holocaust in order to 
protect future generations. 

In her talk she stressed the 
importance of voting to the stu¬ 
dents, many of whom will be eli¬ 
gible to vote for the first time in 
the upcoming general election. 

“My message for Harlow is 
don’t vote BNP if you want 
peace in the world,” she said. 

“People should vote for one of 
the main parties. That is down to 
individual choice, of course, but 
certainly should exclude the 
BNP.”

A FREEZE on recruitment at Essex 
Police has led to a number of so-called 
‘hobby bobbies’ currently on the beat in 
Harlow to resign, it has been claimed. 

Nearly 500 volunteers who make up the 
Special Constabulary, including 21 in the 
town, have received letters saying there would 
be no paid police jobs available this year. 

And those who have not performed well enough 
in tests have been told that their applications to 
become full-time officers will be rejected. 

A close relation of two special constables in 
Harlow said many specials no longer had the moti¬ 
vation to continue volunteering and were leaving as 
a result. 

“Many were specials because they were hoping 
for a full time job at the end of it,” he said. “They 
were surprised and very 
angry and they are leaving 
because it’s not worth doing 
for nothing. 

“Many others feel the 
same. It’s not the way for¬ 
ward for helping fight 
crime; they will lose man¬ 
power and surely crime will 
only go up.” 

A spokeswoman for Essex 
Police said that changes to 
the funding for the constabu¬ 
lary meant that officer num¬ 
bers were not anticipated to 
grow in the next 12-18 
months. 

She said: “This will put 
our budget under intense 
pressure in the coming years 
and although the force 
retains its long term ambi¬ 
tion to increase police offi¬ 
cer numbers, the immediate 
focus is on sustaining the 
current number of police 
officers. 

“To enable us to manage 
recruitment in a timely and 
effective way and in line 
with the current economic 
climate, Essex Police has 
identified the need to reduce 
the number of people cur¬ 
rently waiting for appoint¬ 
ment as a police officer.”

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Rammell warns town is missing out on free swimming 


HARLOW MP Bill Rammell has 
publicly called on authorities in 
the town to provide free swim¬ 
ming for children and the over 
60s. 

Mr Rammell said he asked 
Harlow Sports Trust and Harlow 
Council to take advantage of spe¬ 
cial Government funding for free 
swimming 12 months ago. 

The trust will run the soon-to- 
open Leisurezone centre in Sec¬ 
ond Avenue while the council pro¬ 
vides significant funding for the 


provision of swimming. 

Mr Rammell said: “The Gove¬ 
rnment’s free swimming initiative 
has provided a great opportunity 
to increase local participation in 
healthy activities. 

“Even one hour of swimming 
free every week in a time when 
the pool was not expected to be 
busy would not impact unduly on 
the Leisurezone’s running costs. 

“Harlow Sports Trust and 
Harlow Council have a commit¬ 
ment and a duty to our communi¬ 


ty which we’re in danger of losing 
just as our fantastic new Leisure- 
zone opens.” 

He said the trust rejected the 
idea last April and again this year, 
claiming the Government scheme 
would involve a cost to them. 

However, Mr Rammell said 
neighbouring Broxboume Council 
earned more income overall 
through the provision of free 
swimming than it loses through 
free sessions. 

In a joint statement the coun¬ 


cil and the sports trust said a 
“great deal of consideration” 
had been given to the scheme. 

But they added: "As the grant 
allocation from the Government 
is capped and usage is not, there 
is a genuine concern that the 
funding will not cover the cost. 

“This would not be sustain¬ 
able for the new centre as poten¬ 
tially a funding shortfall would 
need to be found, which would 
affect the overall provision of 
services at the centre.” 


Delay fuels fears 
for centre refurb

A RESIDENTS’ group pro¬ 
mised £350,000 by Harlow 
Council for the renovation of 
a popular community centre 
says it is still waiting for the 
cash to be handed over - 
SIX years after work was 
due to start. 

Berecroft Residents’ Associ¬ 
ation chairman Zulquar Cheema 
has made a string of complaints 
to the council about delays to the 
refurbishment of Maunds Hatch 
Community Centre, right. 

“The lack of clarity in the council’s 
communications with us has been 
astonishing,” Mr Cheema told the 
Star. “We have been waiting for this 
project to get off the ground for six 
years now but I'm increasingly doubt¬ 
ful we’ll ever see the money.” 

The saga began in 2003 when the 
residents’ association approached the 
council regarding the potential sale 
of land formerly occupied by a Scout 
hut, asking for the proceeds to be 
ploughed back into the community. 

The authority agreed and sold the 
land to a private developer who built 
18 flats on the site. 

At a meeting of the council’s poli¬ 
cy and resources committee in 2004, 
it was agreed the money raised 
through the sale should be chan¬ 
nelled into the refurbishment of the 
community centre. 


The project then appeared in the 
council’s non-housing capital pro¬ 
gramme for 2007-8 with a budget of 
£500,000, before resurfacing in the 
same document the following year 
with a revised budget of £350,000. 

However, the authority admitted in 
2008 that it had been forced to spend 
the money originally earmarked for 
the scheme elsewhere and instead 
allocated a payment of £50,000 to get 
the project off the ground - none of 
which was given directly to the asso¬ 
ciation. 

“It would seem that the money 
they offered in 2008 was swallowed 
up by various fees,” said Mr Cheema. 
“We certainly never saw any of it. 

“If the project is now shelved, as 
we suspect it will be, we just hope the 
money is genuinely put back into the 
community as promised. Otherwise 


the council will have some very seri¬ 
ous questions to answer.” 

This week Graham Branchett, 
strategic director at Harlow Council, 
denied the project had been axed and 
claimed the authority would be seek¬ 
ing a meeting with the residents’ 
association to determine its future 
following next month’s local elec¬ 
tions. 

“Out of the £50k allocated to 
develop plans and options for the 
centre, around £20k has so far been 
spent on architects and surveyor 
fees,” he said. 

“It has taken a long time to work 
with the community as the aim has 
always been that the community 
would run the centre. No formal 
decision on the future of the project 
has been made by any committee of 
the council.” 


Lorry ban on overtaking along stretch of Ml 1 


LORRIES are to be ban¬ 
ned from overtaking on a 
stretch of the Mil to the 
north of Harlow. 

The restriction, which 
comes into force on April 
12 for an 18-month trial 
period, will apply from 
7am-7pm and affect vehi¬ 
cles of 7.5 tonnes and over. 


It will be in operation on 
a 21 / 2 -mile section of the 
northbound carriageway, 
starting before the exit for 
Junction 9, and a south¬ 
bound stretch of just under 
a mile north of the bridge 
carrying Strethall Road 
over the Mil. 

The aim is to reduce 


congestion and cut the risk 
of accidents caused by 
slow-moving traffic on two 
long, uphill sections where 
the Ml 1 is two lanes wide. 

By keeping heavy vehi¬ 
cles to the inside lane, the 
Highways Agency hopes to 
ensure a clear outside lane 
for faster, lighter traffic. 


Area performance man¬ 
ager Peter Smith said: 
“Heavy goods vehicles, 
which make up 20 per cent 
of the traffic, slow down on 
the uphill slope and when 
they try to overtake each 
other it can block the 
motorway and slow the 
traffic for several miles.”

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Thousands on 'strike' 
at new bowling alley

B ACK in the Swinging 
Sixties, the baby 
boomer generation 
decided there was no time 
to waste in having fun. 

With more leisure time and 
expendable incomes than ever 
before, many people revelled in 
the freedom that followed the 
post-war austerity of the late 
1940s and ’50s. 

Harlow was no different. And when 
ten-pin bowling came to town, it 
was all the rage. 

Previously in Nostalgia we have 
featured stories about the Cossor 
Social Club’s thriving bowling 
league with pictures aplenty 
provided by readers. 

But when did bowling first come to 
Harlow? The answer is 1962 with 
the opening of a £225,000 ten-pin 
alley located roughly where the 
Harvey Centre multi-storey car 
park is now. 

Reports from the time suggest the 
new leisure activity was an 
immediate hit with Harlow 
residents. Indeed, the Harlow 


Gazette reported that “something 
approaching 5,000” people 
attended the venue on its opening 
day. 

All games on the first day - a 
Saturday - were free, although 
players were charged 6d for shoe 
hire. The next day the cost went up 
to 3/6 per game. 

By the time the hall shut its doors 
at 2.15am on Monday, more than 
1,000 games had been played. 
Because of teething problems with 
the new machinery, the alley’s 
manager Ted Bolwerk decided to 
allow free bowling for the rest of 
the week. 

Despite the game’s massive 
popularity with locals, the alley 
was forced to close at midnight 
every night in order to give 
engineers time to sort out its 
complicated machinery. 

Mr Bolwerk told the press: “I’ve 
had about 10 hours sleep in the last 
five days. It’s just as well I hold 
two engineering degrees - I can 
actually check what is going on.” 
The following Friday Mr Bolwerk 
was optimistic that the problems 
could be sorted out ready for the 
weekend and another crowd of 
Harlow residents ready to have 
more fun.

ahead now.” 

The agreement with the car dealer 
can be ended after 12 months. But it 
seems Aldi is unlikely to go ahead 
with building the new store until 
house prices rise. 

The project has been hit by delays 
since initially being awarded plan¬ 
ning permission by Harlow Council 
in March last year. 

Aldi had been in dispute with the 
authority over the level of section 106 


payments due to be paid for the 
scheme. 

The legally-binding section 106 
agreements cover contributions to 
pay for infrastructure improvements. 

But that disagreement has now 
been settled. 

It is understood the company is 
still committed to developing the site 
but an Aldi spokeswoman said the 
firm did not want to comment on the 
matter.

A NEW campaign calling on 
residents to show their love 
for Harlow has been launch¬ 
ed by police.

Charity helping 
disabled enjoy 
the waterways

WITH a newly refurbished 
boat about to set sail on 
the Stort, Star reporter 
DAN PHILLIPS visited 
Harlow-based Canal Boat 
Project to find out more 
about how the charity is 
managing to stay afloat in 
the recession. 


“WE are the best kept 
secret in Essex,” said 
project manager Doreen 
Goodall as I joined her and 
three volunteer crew 
members for a jaunt along 
the Stort. 

We were aboard the Stort 
Daybreak - one of the four 
boats used by the Canal Boat 
Project to help open up the 
waterways to disabled people - 
on a typically rainy day. 

The Harlow-based charily is 
impressively well equipped for trips 
up and down the river to beauty 
spots such as Pamdon Mill and 
beyond. 

Despite an unimposing office - a 
wooden ‘shed’ by the River Stort - 
the project has two day boats, two 
holiday boats and an astonishing 
137 volunteers. 

As well as manning the boats, the 
volunteers also carry out almost all 
of the maintenance on the vessels. 
This means overheads are kept low. 
The group is just completing a full 
refit of its boat the Stort Challenger 
and when I visited volunteers were 
hard at work making it ready for its 
first booking next week. 

But even on the cusp of finishing 
this project, the group already has 
its collective eye on another goal - 
to buy a brand new holiday boat by 
2013. 

“That would enable us to use the 
Challenger as a day boat and then 
sell on our small boat,” said 
Doreen. “The only problem is we’ll 


need to raise £175,000 and I don’t 
know where we’re going to get the 
money from! So if there’s anybody 
out there who wants to help, then 
let us know!” 

Volunteer Tom Bilbow said: “It is 
our goal to have a group of disabled 
people go out together with no 
assistance from us. Because it is 
possible and that would really be 
fantastic.” 

The boats currently enable day trips 
for groups on the river and longer 
trips for families that have a 
disabled member. 

They are equipped with wet rooms, 
ambulant toilets, surfaces built at 
heights suitable for people in 
wheelchairs and specialist winches 
made by British company 
Autochair, all designed to enable 
rather than stop people enjoying the 


river. 

Autochair’s Chris Adolph said: “It’s 
hard to imagine what it’s like for a 
mentally aware person to have a 
physical disability and be stuck 
inside watching TV all day. That’s 
why organisations like this, that 
help give these people different 
experiences, are so important.” 

All the volunteers spoke with 
special enthusiasm about one thing: 
the looks of delight on the faces of 
disabled people who get the 
opportunity to pilot a boat. Taking 
hold of the tiller of the Stort 
Daybreak, I caught a glimpse of 
what they meant. 

I can’t imagine what it is like living 
with a disability but there’s no 
doubt anyone can understand the 
thrill of being on the river - even if 
you don’t get to control the weather. 


Forum celebrates 
diversity of faith 

AN interfaith group in Harlow has held its inaugural 
annual meeting. 

Harlow Faith Forum has formed a constitution as a charity 
and elected seven trustees. 

The group plans to have three or four meetings each year 
to help to foster mutual understanding and respect 
between people of different faiths within Harlow. 

They also want to ensure that faith has a proper place in 
the life of the town and to enable people of different 
religions to speak together on matters of common concern. 
Chairman Rev Mark Bennet said: “There is a great 
diversity of faith in Harlow, which includes a number of 
small groups as well as larger and long-established faith 
communities. 

“The faith forum will foster mutual understanding and 
respect and help us to avoid unnecessary fear and 
conflict.”

And the budget was 
deafeningly silent on social housing. 
There was help for car drivers, 
phasing in the three pence a litre rise 
in fuel duty. But any benefit is 
wiped out many times over by the 25 
per cent fall in the value of sterling 
as overseas investors worry about the 
UK’s eye-watering amounts of debt. 
Why was there no mention of the 
freezing of personal tax allowances 
and the increase in national insurance 
contributions due next month? Nor 
any mention of the showroom tax on 
new cars, the broadband tax on 
telephone landlines and the increases 
in airport taxes. These are the ticking 
tax bombshells timed to go off the 
day after the election that will 
destroy our recovery. 

Labour has made a complete mess of 
the British economy and is doing 
nothing to clean it up. Next year the 
Government will have to spend more 
on debt interest than on educating 
our children. 

More businesses went bust in this 
recession than in any other, and more 
people have gone bankrupt under 
Labour than ever before in our 
history. One in four adults of 
working age in our country are not in 
work. 

No-one has yet thought of a question 
to which the answer is five more 
years of this Prime Minister because 
there isn’t one.

Unfortunately, using the crossing is 
dangerous as it is not possible from it 
to see what the traffic lights are 
doing.

When used, this would 
only add a few seconds to waiting 
cars. However, this has been rejected 
as the A414 is a main through road 
and any additional stoppage will 
cause more backing of traffic. This 
despite the obvious danger in using 
this crossing.

Thrilling reminder 
of classic theatre

Gaslight 

HarlowTheatre Company 
Victoria Hall Theatre 

FILM and television may have 
pushed the boundaries of the 
thriller since its humble stage 
origins, but that once-blissful 
marriage of a ripping yarn 
and the camera’s seemingly 
limitless capacity to trick and 
surprise has inevitably lost 
some of its lustre. 
Uncomplicated storytelling has 
gradually been replaced by 
wildly improbable plotlines, 
while the power of performance 
has been diluted by self- 
conciously stylish camerawork 
and over-zealous editing. 

It was tremendously refreshing, 
therefore, to witness a defiantly 
old-fashioned stage thriller in the 
traditional setting of Victoria Hall 
Theatre. 

One of the most remarkable 
things about Alan Jones’s 
adaptation of Patrick Hamilton’s 
Gaslight is its restraint. All the 
visible action takes place in the 
same room with a cast of just 
three main characters. 

Yet the story is such that like 
Jones’ previous production of 
Daphne De Maurier’s Rebecca, 
its thrills and chills reside as 
much in the unseen, imagined 
activity off-stage as the unsettling 
portrayal of a turbulent, doomed 


marriage on it. 

Tony Saxby’s towering 
performance as psychotic 
husband and master Jack 
Manningham was perhaps his 
finest to date - cruel, 
commanding and genuinely 
unnerving. 

As the perfect foil to 
Manningham’s volatility, Bernard 
Moule’s impressive turn as the 
unflappable, affable yet 
ultimately ruthless Detective 
Rough generated flashes of 
humour in the most unexpected 
of places and gave the 
production a keen sense of 
balance. 

But perhaps the most affecting 
performance came from Jane 
Miles, who as Jack’s long- 
suffering wife Bella majestically 
portrayed a harrowing journey to 
the dark heart of her husband’s 
madness and back again. 

It was testament to the 
considerable abilities of the cast, 
director and storyteller that at 
over two hours the play never 
outstayed its welcome. The 
audience remained gripped from 
start to finish. 

As an example of efficacy 
through efficiency, the 
production made a bold stand 
for substance over style - 
something so many cigar- 
chomping Hollywood execs 
could learn from.

ONE man’s meat is another man’s 
poison and Yasmina Reza's quirky, 
many-layered comedy illustrates how 
the purchase of a painting can taint 
and threaten long-standing 
friendships. 

Art-lover Serge (David Schacht) pays 
200,000 francs for a canvas by a 
French minimalist, but conflict arises 
from the fact that the work is a 
totally white rectangle, save for one 
or two diagonal white lines. 

The purchase prompts first 
incredulity and then anger in old pal 
Marc (Geoff Leeds) while the 
sensitive Yvan (Clive Weatherley) 
battles in vain to keep the peace and 
see both sides of the argument. 

The three actors skilfully drew out 
the quirks and foibles of each 
character: the blinkered Serge 
pompously defending his bizarre and 
expensive acquisition in the manner 


of The Emperor's New Clothes, 
sarcastic Marc angrily pouring scorn 
and venom on both purchase and 
purchaser, and neurotic Yvan 
agreeing with Marc but frantically 
trying to pour oil on troubled waters 
and see Serge’s point of view. 

The trio all gave strong and dynamic 
performances but special mention 
must go to Weatherley, whose 
desperate and neurotic Yvan served 
as a pivot for the whole play; a lens 
through which the audience regards 
the whole debacle. 

Director Tony Edwards chose to 
stage the production in the round 
with the minimum of props. It truly 
was a case of less is more as the 
comedy and pathos built, layer upon 
layer, to the final scene when Marc 
gives in, takes a closer look at the 
canvas and perceives the image of a 
white-clad skier progressing down a 
snow-covered mountain. 

He may not know much about art, 
but he knows what he likes!

Kia's Sorento is looking to 
change with the times. 
STEVE WALKER reports. 

H OW times change. When 
the original Kia Sorento 
was launched in 2003, it 
was just in the nick of time to 
book a box seat for the 4x4 boom. 
It rode the crest of the wave right 
through the market’s expansion 
years as a value for money 
alternative to the other family¬ 
sized sports utility vehicles and 
did very nicely out of it. 

Then things took a turn for the 
worse with environmental 
concerns turning legislation and 
public opinion against large 4x4 
vehicles. By the time Kia 
announced this latest Sorento as a 
replacement, SUV had become 
something of a dirty word. 

That led to some quick thinking 
from the Kia marketing 
department and a new 
designation for the Sorento. We’re 
told this model is a CUV or 
crossover utility vehicle. 

What it actually means rather 
depends on what the vehicle is 
crossing over from and to but in 
common automotive industry 
parlance, it’s used to refer to 4x4 
vehicles that are designed 
primarily for road-going duties. 
The key appeal of the SUV 
revolves around its chunky looks, 


high driving position, interior 
space and feeling of safety The 
crossover vehicle sets out to 
deliver these qualities without the 
expensive and heavy-duty off-road 
mechanicals. 

The crossover status assigned to 
the Sorento by Kia suggests a 
greater emphasis on road-going 
ability and that’s how things pan 
out. The car uses the same 
MacPherson strut front and 
multi-link rear suspension as the 
old model, but it’s 10mm lower 
and the one-piece bodyshell of the 
latest car produces a centre of 
gravity that’s 54mm closer to 
terra firma. 

Engineers have worked to produce 
a more direct steering set-up with 
fewer turns lock to lock which 


should also help on the Tarmac, 
but Kia still claims that a decent 
level of off-road ability has been 
retained. 

If you plan on putting the Sorento 
to the test in the rough, you’ll be 
wanting a 4x4 version. There are 
both front-wheel-drive and all- 
wheel-drive versions offered but 
for off-road driving, towing or 
coping with slippery on-road 
conditions, the 4x4 will be the way 
to go. 

The engine options for the 
European market are comprised 
of a 2.4-litre petrol unit with a 
four-cylinder layout and 174PS or 
a more desirable 2.2-litre diesel 
with four pots and 197PS. 

Models that tow the crossover line 
tend to be lower and sleeker in 


appearance than their rough and 
ready SUV counterparts. The 
Sorento follows this convention 
with a more elongated shape than 
the previous model, a larger front 
overhang and a more steeply 
raked windscreen. 

A body that’s 95mm longer than 
the old Sorento at 4,685mm 
suggests in increase in interior 
space and, sure enough, rear 
legroom is increased along with 
headroom. This car is certainly 
now a genuine seven-seater with 
much more space for occupants 
seated in the (optional) third row 
Access to the cabin is also 
improved as the ‘hip-point’ for the 
front and second row seats is 
lowered by 37 mm, the cabin floor 
is lowered by 32 mm and the 
second row near-side seats double¬ 
fold to allow easier entry and exit 
for third row passengers. 

For maximum versatility when 
accommodating people and cargo, 
the Sorento’s second row seat is 
split 60/40 and the optional third 
row seat is split 50/50. These 
seats’ backrests fold almost flat to 
extend available boot space. 
Luggage space is impressive, with 
cargo capacity increased by 15 per 
cent over the original model 
thanks to moving the tailgate 
back by 70mm. 

Kia is known for its generosity 
when it comes to specifications 
and the Sorento is unlikely to be a 


disappointment in this respect. 
Standard equipment on all models 
runs to alloy wheels, electric- 
adjustable door mirrors, air- 
conditioning, keyless entry with 
central locking, an RDS radio and 
CD player, electronic stability 
control, hill-start assist control, 
driver and front passenger 
airbags, front row, side airbags, 
full-length curtain airbags and 
‘active’ head restraints. 

Customers will get a choice of five 
or six speed manual gearboxes 
plus five or six-speed automatics 
depending on the engine choice. 
As an option, a two-part glass 
panorama roof is available. The 
rear section is fixed, while the 
front section is powered and can 
be tilted for ventilation or slide 
fully back to enjoy uninterrupted 
views 

The subtle retargeting of the 
Sorento 4x4 by Kia is a move that 
should serve the car well. The 
previous generation model was a 
simple, unapologetic SUV with 
lots of size and space for the 
price. The latest car offers many 
of the same qualities but takes a 
slightly more nuanced approach 
that’s flagged up by Kia’s 
insistence that it’s a CUV. 

Sleeker, prettier, more composed 
on the road, cleaner and with 
loads of room inside, it sounds 
like a 4x4 well suited to the 
modern world.
